Tbe Cauadiau Pacific. 



. The following oxiraot from the report 
of a Comoikitleo of the United States 
Seiiat» is desexving of mature cousid-i 
eration 

' The line of tbe North P&oific lUil- 
roadruns lor 1,500 miles near the Brit- 
ish poBSessioiia, iind when completotl 
will drain tho agricultural produote of 
the rich Saskatobevvuii and Ked Eiver 
districts, east of tbe mountaino and the 
gold conotry on the Fraser, Thompson 
and Kobtenay rivers west of tlio moun- 
tains. From China (Canton) to Liver- 
pool it ia 1,500 miles nearer by tho 49th 
pArcllol of latitude than by way of Ban 
J'rancisco and New York. This ad- 
TtoBtage, in Beoaring the overlend trade 
froth-Asia, will not bo thrown away by 
the English, unless it is taken away by 
oar first building tho North Pacific roiid, 
estciblishing inercantilo agoncioa at Pu- 
got Sound, fixing meroantile cupital 
there, and getting possession on land 
and on the ocean of all tlio machinoi v 
of the' now oommerco between Atla mid 
Efltopo. Tho opening by us firft, of a 
North Pacific! railroad eeala tho destiny 
of- tho British possessions west of tlio 
9l8t meridian. They svill be so Amer- 
icanized in interests and feeling ihat 
tltiiy will be in effect severed from the 
new'Ddminion, and the question of their 
annexation will bo but a question of 
tinje.'.(j /j 

Such words, such admissions from 

siich .a source, carry double, treble 
weight. There can bo no doubt that 
the conBtruclion ot a lino of railway 
ttroagh British territory, conuooiiug 
tho twp;gfpt^t ooeans is a gigantio enter- 
prise' fota'bew-bbrn'naiibp. Iq 'tinder" 
take. But it must be remembered that 
the dangor,on tho other hand, is equally 
formidable. Tho road is a sine qua non 
to the very existence of the Dominion. 
Nay, inoiro : it is essential to tho com- 
mecciftlsnpremaoy of tbe United King* 
dom. TheSaez Canal threatens British 
commoroa via tho Cape of Good Hope, 
and will lay the Indian commerce under 
tribute, while American railways bid 
lair to snatch tho China trade. Great 
Britain possesses a route to Cbiua which 
is 1,600 miles shorter tlian.jthat via San 
PiraDCisoo,and if shle fails to avail horeolf 
of iti'and that qaickly, she will cease to be 
great. |,Her glory and her strength will 
assaredly depart. Keforring to this sob- 
ject the Aiontroal Gazette says, 'Surely 
there is boldness enough amongHt our 
8tateE(tnen.to face tbe'„diffiQultie8 of this 
nndertiiking. Eh tfensiasm itself caa 
bardiy exaggeVate tho advantages which 
its execution would eocurc' Tho samo 
paper, alluding to the company whoso 
prospects we published a few duys ago, 
expresses the firm conyiction that if 
prope^iCaqiliileB be afforded by the Cant 
adian-'GoTernment' there will be conx 
tinnons railway .cQia'naunication cstub- 
lished to the Ked River Settlenaent in 
less than three years. It is only ne- 
cesoary that the Briliivh pnoplo should 
be thorODghly aroused to a full eenso 
of .the i.-oommercial and oatiODal iaipor> 
tanoe of the work in order to insure the 
completion of the Canadian Pacific in 
firo years from the day the first Kod 
thereon shall have been turned. Tho 
British Lion is not easily aroused ; but 
once aroused, he ' means busiues!".'

We should 
BOarc^ly bo justified in assorting that 
tJ^e!"|i?CBeDqe pi a Pilot would bavo uvcrt-^ 
e^Sislwter in every instance; yot wo 
conceive ourselves fully warranted in 
Bsauming that tliese aocidonts are fur 
tbe most |)art attributable to ncgleot 
of snob a proper and nece.s.sury precau- 
tion. Of course, iftbo owners of vnliia- 
bliUhips choose to eotraat tbem to cap° 
tains who, bo their nautical skill and 
expetioDco over so great, aro more or 
less unfamiliar with local navigation, it 
is, in a sense, tlioir uwd iilTair ; y<>t where, 
through such u courrio of conduct, their 
loss become8,in another and very important 
seDB^»^.he,.ip»s, of tbe oolpoy it then clearly 
beqpm(Bs- our duty to' point oab tbe fact 
ttat wiTv.fifBquency of marino diHaslcrs 
Itf* tfiSr-' waters is attiibniablo to the 
non-employmeut of local Pilots, rather 
than to any dangers or defects in tho 
navigation. In these remarks we have 
not the most remote inteution joi dis- 
paraging tho ability of those captains 
wbobave been bo unfortunate as to 1 jsj 
tiieli: 'ships. Indeed, in most iiiHiancoa 
we believe wo would bo justified ia speak- 
ing of them in terms of praise. Bat it 
IB contrary to the nt.toro of things 
that those wbo aie oomparatively; or, as 
has been the 'taso in' Bome instances, 
' Vfholly strangers, should bo ns capable 
of navigating our ->vaters m aro ihe 
local Pilots, whoso bii: iiie.sa it is to make 
tbemHolvos personally larmiliar with 
every nook aud corner, every rook and 
n«t^ufch© ofl9w..ot every M^t aad .^he 



strength of every tidal current. Hence 
it is that a Pilot Board has been es- 
tiiblishod, and a staff of efficient Pilots 
passed and lioensed ; but if ship owners 
will prosist- In -the 'penny wise and 
pound foolish' course of dispensln)? with 
tho aorviccB of those Pilots, it is only 
right that, while they suffer the loss 
snob conduct entails, ibeJiCause of that 
loss ouRht to bo distinctly understood 
in shipping and insurance oirol", aad 
tho fact itself should not be allowed to 
militate against the maratimo IntereBls 
of British Columbia. This is a subject 
which wo conceive to be one of considerable 
importance ; and we suggest whether 
it might not be the duty of. the Pilot 
Board, Or tho Chamber of Cointneroeto 
tuko itap and report upon it with a 
view to such report being circulated 
in the proper quarter. Thii is essen- 
tially a maritime place; and these in* 
terests being still in the tender bud, 
so to speak, wo cannot be too careful in 
shielding ;ihom from injury, if the 
circumstances which forir the basis of 
the present remarks should haply result 
in insuraiico rates being raised, very 
dcrious injury would accrue to tho colon 
ny ; and, inasmuch as ' prevention is 
better than euro,' every legitimate means 
should bo employed with a view to 
averting such consequences.

In Ashes-PralseWHlif ^tonduct of 
U. M. Sailors^ 

Yesterday afternoon, at o quarter to one 
o'clock, amokf J afii^ sflam^.^Wflp diacovered 
iB3uiog from a rear room situated on^tbe 
second floor ol the Grown Hotel, Esquimalt 
The alarm was soon given and, aooordiuK 
to the testimony "if several poreons who 
rushed iu to assist, a bucket of water woald 
baTe extinguished it. But uofortonately 
noither the bucket nor tbe wfitec waa forth- 
coming immediately and' Ihe -'lmqke^.and 
flaiBe increased and rolled from room to room 
and floor to floor, aud aoon got beyond tho 
control of the earliest comers. A tuirnbtr 
of BttilotB on liberty ca>no valinnlly forward 
aodaaTed mnoh of the lurniture ; the two 
(ire eDglnea were sent down from the Naval 
Yard by Mt. Spark, and H, M. ahips fire en- 
gines were Bent ashore frona the Obarybjdi*, 
Sparrowhawh and Boxer, with a strong 
working detachment of bloojackots from 
each ship. The bluejackets were under tbe 
oommand ol Capl Mist, of the Sparrow- 
hawk, and Lieut .Sargoauot uf the Cbarybdis, 
and Hoveral streams ot water were soon 
poured oQ ■the building and on surrounding 
pfoperty. Before this could be effected, 
however, the fire had ifained possession oi 
the buildiop-, and notwithBtandiu;; t o ener- 
uoiic efforts put forlb by bulb otiieera ui.d 
irou, the hotel waa totally destrojed. Tbe 
Kiquimalt wharf and shads and the hrye 
frame building of IVlr. Ilothwell woro placed 
in great jeopardy, but were finally saved by 
the judiiioua efloria of tbe eeamun, who 
worked nobly and ucoeasinjily from first lo 
last. The building (owned by Mr Thomas 
Trounce) was insured io ihe Phu^ai.-c Fire 01- 
hce lor $3500, ond the stool; and ruroiture lor 
$700. Tbe hotel was in the occupancy ol .Mr 
TOgwell, who wag absent at Ibo sale of bis 
pjoporiy on Esquimau road by Mt. Franklin 
wbtn the fire broke ont. The origin of the 
tiro is olaarly traced to a doleotive atovt- 
pipe. A fine piano, while being lowt red to 
tbo ground, fell and was Bmaehed. The in- 
babitanis of Esquimalt request us to reiurii 
their ainoore thanks to tho OfTioers of H. W. 
Fleet and their cteiva for valaablo services 
tendered, wilhonl which a a;roat portion ol 
tbe town would have been laid in ashes.
